.apply of free labour could be depended 
on, no doulit," aayi he, ■' (he colony 
would object to any renewal of transport- 
ation." Before we weigh the argument, 
let na examine (he nsanmed fact. 

The njiauajnablenrn uf free labour in 
sufficient supplies is assumed from three 
cod side rations i our want of means for 
importing i( ; the uuwillingoeia of ilm 
Mursty's (Juvrrnmen( to assist us ; nnd 
the activity of the labour in.uk ft in 
England, Our waut of meant it acknow- 
ledged to be the result of the high Parlia- 
uirntary minimum price of land, which 
has put a atop lu the aalei, and ie 
ateoyed our Onte flourishing Immigra- 
tion Fund. Hue (he Council have 
taken (he first itep towards obtaining 
a red re at of this grievance , and 
there ia reason to hope their movement 

ill be luccaisful— that (he price of land 
will he reduced, that purchaser* will again 
come forward, and our territorial revenue 
be once more replenished. And even in- 
dependently of thia, we are advised by 
uur Parliamentary Agent (hat an emigra- 
tion loan, un the principle recommended 
by the Council last year, may be nego- 
tiated with private capitalists. 

The unwillingness uf Her Musnv't 
Government to usiat na it only a pail 
of (heir present scheme for renew- 
ing transportation. By withholding free 
labout, they .irengtlteu our md nee tu cuts 
for accepting convicts ; bullet them see 
(hit we r*ti>rctfuily, hut firmly, and with- 
out qualification, reject the proffered boon 
of felon labour, and then the absolute ne- 
cessity of (heir doing something to pro- 
mute emigration will be forced upon their 
counsels. 

The difficulty assumed from the elate 
of the labour market at home, even ad- 
mitting it to be aa great as Mr. Wxwt- 
» mb im supposes, it ubviously uf but a 
teiujKirary character. It arises from the 
co ii hi ruction of railways. But in due 
season these railways will have been coin 
plrtrd, and then the glut of labour will be 
im>re overwhelming than ever. And let 
u» nul forget the astounding facl, that the 
population of the United Kingdom is in- 
creasing at the rale of about a (AoturoW 
t*'i prr day. To talk about England 
having no labourer! lo ipare, ia to betray a 
diirepulable ignorance of notorious trutha. 

But even giving to the assumption ill 
the weight which the honorable mem- 
ber ascribe* tu it, what ia hit argument 
worth f Would il be found wn hm the 
limits of poasibilily tu meet our ever in- 
creasing demands for labour by emptying 
upon ua the gaol* of England ? At the 
utmost, transportation could supply ut 
with tens only where we require thou- 
sand^ with thouaanda where we require 
ten uf thousand*. Our necessities in- 
crease in a geometrical ratio. The 
increase of our flock a ia increase 
upon increase. The labours of 
every new shepherd cause a demand 
for more new alitphenlt. And would (he 
increase of British criminals Aetp pmt 
with this velocity of augmentation ? If 
such a reduplication of crime were lo- occur, 
la it dealrable (hat its filthy awanns 
upon awanns thould lie conlinuonsly cut 
Upon our ihotttl But such il the legi- 
timate carrying out of Hr. WnTvosrn'i 
argument. Contending that transporta- 
tion, and transportation alone, can supply 
our deficiencies of labour, and (hat we 
mutt therefore be content with id polluted 
supplies , il follows that the perpetration 
of crime in the mother country, and (he 
removal of the perpetrators to New South 
Wales, will keep pace, and that it U de- 
sirable they ikomld keep pace, with our 
progressive want*. The streams of con- 
vict infusiaa mutt be ever Jbving, ever 
rsnsw, ever tprtrndutg. 

As if this notable argument wanted 
special clinching, the honorable member 
adds tn il ihu remarkable appendage i — , 
" The very proposition that we should 
take back prison Labour, emanating front 
the BecMTaav of Brsta, would 
all trngrotioH mUil lAo 
fftW And is our virti 
letire proposes to « teule" (he 
in the affirmative, he of course, on hi* 
showing, propose* to " telite" emigration 
altogether. 

And yet, in the spirit of self-wnU*- 
dictiun which so singularly pervades his 
speech, he ttstrs, a few line* further 
down, that he ha* no doubt "the system 
of exporting free lalmur to this colony
